1 . This office action is responsive to Amendment, filed 25 June 2009, to the Original 
Application, filed 18 September 2003. 

2. Claims 1,5-11,1 5-20, and 30-43, renumbered as 1 -28, respectively, are now 
allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The closest prior art of record, namely Katz, Greenwood, and Frank, fail to teach or 
reasonably suggest the combination of limitations of the claimed invention. For 
example, Katz, Greenwood, and Frank fail to teach or reasonably suggest maintaining 
the initial value of the first selected data element in a memory of the user computer 
associated with the browser; maintaining the initial value of the second selected data 
element in the memory; receiving a subsequent user selection of one of the first or 
second selected data elements; receiving a go-back command from the user; and 
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responsive to said go-back command, retrieving the initial value corresponding to the 
subsequently selected first or second data element from said memory, displaying the 
initial value, and transferring the initial value to the web server, without requiring a page 
refresh of the browser, for storage in association with the first or second selected data 
element.
